Toronto, 8ept. 17.—Jaa. Caeter, a well 
known G. T. R. conductor, died to-day 
at 71 years of age. He was In charge of 
the train that was wrecked In the famous 
Humber district on January 2nd. 1884. 
when twenty-nine men were killed. He 
escaped by Jumping. He had been thirty- 
five years in the service of the O. T. R. 


Winnipeg. Sept. 17.—The Trades and 
Labor Congress resolution was forward¬ 
ed to 8ir Wilfrid Laurler to-da* on the 
Asiatic question.

"Therefore be It resolved: 1st. That we 
respectively but firmly ask the abroga¬ 
tion of the treaty so far as Canada ts con¬ 
cerned.

C. P. R. TO RELIEVE

Montreal, 8ept. 17.—Robert Kerr, pas¬ 
senger traffic manager of the Canadian 
Pacific railway. Just returned from a 
five weeks’ tour over the Company's 
western lines, announces to-day that 
the company will commence at once to 
build the line across Vancouver Island 
from Nanaimo to Albernl.

Toklo, Sept. 17.—Forty-four men of 
the crew of the Japanese battleship 
Kashima were either killed or fatally 
Injured In an explosion which occur¬ 
red on that vessel yesterday at the port 
of Kure. 

Firing practice was being conducted 
when an unexploded shell in one of the | 
big guns suddenly blew up while a 
gun crew were endeavoring to extrl- | 
cate II from the breach. The breach 
of the gun and the turret were wreck¬ 
ed. Splinters of the shell flew in every 
direction and the slaughter among the 
drew was terrible. Thirty men are re¬ 
ported to have beeji killed outright and 
at least fourteen others will not re¬ 
cover from their wounds. 

A number of bodies were blown Into 
Ore sea and of the dead many were 
horribly mutilated, portions of their 
bodies being strewn all over the ship. 
An Investigation Is to be held Immedi¬ 
acy to determine the cause of the ex¬ 
plosion. The shell which burst was 
one manufactured at a Japanese ar- 
r-*no» and It Is believed to have been de¬ 
fective.

8he was constructed on the Tyne, 
being one of the largest war vessels, 
ever built then*. She Is commanded by 
Captain Kol Suml.

Harrisburg, 8ept. 18.—Warrants for 
the arrest of fourteen persons Involved 
In the capltol scandal were Issued to¬ 
day by two Harrisburg aldermen or 
Information furnished by Attorney- 
General Todd. Each of the defendants 
U charged on several counts with con¬ 
spiracy to cheat and defraud the state 
by making false invoices, and four of 
them are also charged with obtaining 
money under false pretences. 

The arrests are based on the report 
made to Governor Stuart by the com¬ 
mission created by recent legislature 
to Investigate the capltol scandal. They 
will be followed by civil suits for re¬ 
covery of a portion of the nine million 
dollars collected from the state by con¬ 
tractors for the furnishings and equip¬ 
ment of the capltol. In Its report, made 
public about a month ago, the commis¬ 
sion named eighteen persons and firms 
as being Involved in the capltol oon- 
t-act, and recommended prosecution of

General Por¬ 
ter was In favor of allowing mines, for 
the purpose of defence, to be placed 10 
miles from the coast instead of three, 
as proposed by Great Britain, for the 
reason that at three miles they would 
not attain thalr object in preventing an 
attack by the fleet of the enemy, whose 
gun range might be 15.000 yards.

THE EVIDENCE OP FACTS. 


Mr. R. L. Borden, leader of the 
Conservative party of Canada, a 111 be 
n Victoria next week. Mr. Borden will 
receive a cordial welcome not omy be¬ 
cause of his prominence In the public 
life of tho country and because he 
ought to have much to say of interest 
. to the people of the West, but because 
'personally he Is quite attractive and is 
very popular amongst the members of 
Parliament irrespective of their politi¬ 
cal affiliations or associations. It Is 
true that Mr.- Borden has been some¬ 
what bitter In his expression* of 
opinion during the course of the tour 
he has undertaken for the purpose of 
shedding light as it is given to him 
upon the political issues of the day. 
;But his unusual acerbity may be due 
more to causes peculiar to and within 
the party of which he is Jhe leader 
than to any political offences the Lau- 
rler government has committed. Some 
of the chief of his lieutenants have 
openly Intimated to Mr. Borden that 
Ms period of probation as a leader Is 
nearly at an end—that he must “make 
good," as they put U. withli) the term 
of the present Parliament and the next 
Dominion general election or make 
way for some one deemed to be pos¬ 
sessed of greater capacity for leader¬ 
ship. Consequently we are disposed to 
make due allowance for the natural In¬ 
firmities of temper Mr. Borden has 
been displaying of late. 

The Conservative leader will prob¬ 
ably tell us In the West that he has 
the utmoet confidence in the succ*ss 
of his party when the next general 
appeal is taken to the people. He has 
elsewhere proclaimed hts belief that a 
great change has come over the politi¬ 
cal sentiment of the Dominion and 
that he Is certain his party will Rweep 
the country when It Is given an op¬ 
portunity to wield the broom. But 
there is a means of estimating the 
amount of confidence one ought to 
place In such wide-embracing i 1 edi¬ 
tions and also of arriving at a fairly 
accurate Idea of the confidence the 
leader so loudly expresses. 

Hon. William Pugsley of New Bruns¬ 
wick was recently sworn Into the cab¬ 
inet of Sir Wilfrid Laurler as Minis¬ 
ter of Public Works. Mr. Pugbley is 
acknowledged to be a strong man and 
an able one. He resigned the posi¬ 
tion of Premier of New Bruns¬ 
wick lately for the express purpose of 
exercising his acknowledged talents In 
a higher sphere. It may be presumed 
that if Mr. Pugsfcy were not a man of 
considerable Influence he would not 
have been Prime Minister of New 
Brunswick. But, having taken an of¬ 
fice of emolument under the Crown. 
Mr. Pugsley must And a constituency 
In New Brunswick and persuade the 
people of that riding to elect him to 
Parliament He has decided to alt for 
St. John City and County If he can. 
Mr. Borden lately visited that prov¬ 
ince. and says he found therein a tre¬ 
mendous revulsion of feeling against 
the present government and In favor 
of the Conservative party. 

The member who last sat for St. John 
City and County in the Dominion Par¬ 
liament was Dr. Stockton, a Conserva¬ 
tive. At the general election ot 1104 
the doctior defeated his Liberal oppsn- 
ent by a majority of between six and 
seven hundred. Now If the tide Is 
running so strongly In favor of the 
Conservative party as Mr. Borden 
avers, there ought to be no difficulty In 
striking a tremendous blow at the gov¬ 
ernment by defeating one of Us mem¬ 
bers by a majority of at least a thou¬ 
sand. If the situation ts as It Is rep¬ 
resented by the leader of the Conserva¬ 
tive party. Hon. Wm. Pugsley ought to 
be marked for the slaughter. But the 
fact is he Is not to be opposed. He is 
gelng to be elected by acclamation. No 
Conservative could be found to

I “I have been greatly struck," con¬ 
tinued Mr. Court, “with the opportuni¬ 
ties that exist In this province for all 
I classes of emigrants.

the Old Country, and the Englishman 
1 is better understood here than In any 
j other part of the country, 
j “I should like to point out clearly 
i that British Columbia 1* not sufficient¬ 
ly in evidence in the Old Country. The 
Dofhinlon government very naturally 
are advertising thblr own lands In the 
prairie provinces. The eastern prov¬ 
inces as well as British Columbia are 
the losers on this account, and the re¬ 
sult Is that Nova! Scotia, New Bruns¬ 
wick and Ontario have each decided to 
at once open up a big publicity cam¬ 
paign in the United Kingdom. 

“At present British Columbia ha* an 
agent general and an office In Lon¬ 
don. The present representation Is not, 
however, at all adequate. The oppor¬ 
tunities British Columbia offers, both 
to the settler and to the British capi¬ 
talist and Investor are so great that 
the province ought, to be represented In 
a much larger way. The province Is 
certainly not getting Its share of pub¬ 
licity in the English press, and thla 
could easily be obtained if a more ag¬ 
gressive campaign was commenced. 

“During the ^ast year Canada has 
occupied the first place In the minds 
of the British public who are looking 
to the Dominion, not only as the great¬ 
est country In the empire for settle¬ 
ment. but also as the moat secure 
country In which to Invest capital. 
While this Is so it Is always not!, cable 
that the Britisher when speaking of 
Canada does not Include British Co¬ 
lumbia ns being part of the great Do¬ 
minion." 

Speaking of his. own publication. Mr. 
Court said that the Journal had now 
been running about two years, and Its 
success had been phenomenal. When 
first the paper started it was thought 
that there was not sufficient Interest 
taken in this country to warrant a 
weekly Illustrated.

The parks board, owing to Its late 
formation and the lack of funds at Its 
disposal, has been unable to plan and 
carry out any large scheme this year, 
although the large batch of Improve¬ 
ments which are to be dealt with at 
to-morrow's meeting represent a large 
amount of work for the newly-formed 
body. 

Another matter that will *be dealt 
with to-morrow Is the recently-amend¬ 
ed fire department regulation by-law. 
It was decided by the council some 
time ago to consolidate all the by-laws 
dealing with fire prevention and regu¬ 
lation under one head, but this has not 
yet been done owing to difficulties in 
the way. Amendments have, however, 
beet* made to the fire prevention by¬ 
laws. and to-morrow AM. Fullerton, 
chairman of the fire wardens. wMl ask 
leave to Introduce a by-law to be 
known as “The Fire Department Regu¬ 
lation by-law, 1M7," 

It is probable that the Mayor will 
again bring up the request of the Musi¬ 
cal Society for a room In the library 
for rehearsals, which was discussed at 
a recent meeting. The council decided 
that the request could not be granted, 
but the Mayor will probably ask that 
this decision be reconsidered, and that 
the room over the reading room be 
given to the society for rehearsals as 
long as no complaints are made by the 
icadors.

Maxwell Smith, Dominion fruit in¬ 
spector, retruned to Vancoucver on 
Monday from a tour of inspection In 
the' Integer. When seen by a News- 
Adtfertiser representative, Mr. Smith 
said: 

In spite of repeats to the contrary. 
I was agreeably surprised to find 'the 
fruit crop of the province a good fair 
average. Notwithstanding the unusual 
amount of rain all Mltough the inter¬ 
ior, apple an4 pear cTops are particu¬ 
larly good. TYtere was some apprehen¬ 
sion amongst fruit growers of the Irri¬ 
gated districts that the excessive 
amount of rain would be detrimental, 
but besides a very* slight damage to 
the plum and cherry crop, the wet 
weather has had the effect of saving 
the trouble'of irrigation, and as a dj- 
rect’resqlt of the moisture on the fruit 
and 4 fplfege togeOier with the action of 
thebsun, the coloring is better th^n 
usual. I saw some of the finest Gray- 
enstelns I have ever seen at Kaslo. and 
the crop generally throughout Koot¬ 
enay and the Boundary districts is 
good. There was some damage to a 
small portion of the Okanagan valley 
from hail, which is very unuskpl. and 
In consequence the orchards damaged 
will produce .vfery Il^le that w1H*gratfe 
No. l. Notwithstanding, the output 
will be large. 

Peaches are a good fair crop and 
are shipping out in good style, and 
selling at high price*, though the dull 
weather will probably affect their su¬ 
gar qualities somewhat. A gentleman 
from the Niagara district with pie saw 
some Okanagan poaches on the car, 
and he had no hesitation In pronounc¬ 
ing them first class and saying that If 
Okanagan could produce fruit like that 
It would be very heard to

bridge by wire# in the usual way. The 
microphone chamber in filled with a 
special liquid which the inventor# have 
found to answer*the purpose begt. and 
there la, a* at present arranged, one 
chamber and one microphone on each 
bow below the water line. In the chart 
house on the bridge Is a pair of tele¬ 
phone receivers, similar to those we 
put to our ears when we talk through 
the telephone on shore, and a switch 
enabling the receivers to be connected 
to either of the two microphones. 

The Lighthouse Bell. , 

Several of the llghthouaes on the 
coast of America, and some, the writer 
believes, on that of the United King¬ 
dom. are fitted with belli as described 
above, which are rung at certain In¬ 
tervals, each lighthouse having a dif¬ 
ferent number of beatB, so that any 
particular lighthouse In distinguished 
by its bell, just as In clear weuther It 
Is distinguished by the arrangement of 
its lights. An approaching ship can tell 
wttWn a very cloee approximation, as 
mathematicians would say. how It lies 
with regard to the lighthouse, because 
the bell will be heard loudest In that 
microphone on the side of the ship on 
which the lighthouse Is, and the officer 
of the watch can steer accordingly. 

Similarly, even with present appli¬ 
ances, the direction of an approaching 
steamer can be heard In the same man¬ 
ner. If the approaching ship Is cross¬ 
ing from right to left, or as seamen ex¬ 
press It from starboard to ptSrt, the 
noise of her screw will be hard more 
clearly In the microphone attached to 
the right hand or starboard side of the 
ship than In that on the other side, 
and so a valuable guide Is afforded, 
enabling the ship with the sound-sig¬ 
nalling apparatus to clear the othor. 
Rut. In the writer's view, this Is only 
the beginning of things, and It should 
be possible, when the details have been 
worked out. to know as exactly where 
an approaching shtp Is In the denset 
fog and the direction In which she Is 
approaching, as on the clearest nlght r 

Port and Sarboard Lights. 

All ships carry a red light at night 
on the left hand, or port side, and a 
green light on the right hand or star¬ 
board side. While all steamers carry. 
In addition, a white light showing on 
both sides. Neither of the lights c#f» be 
; seen astern, nor for some distance to- 
i wards the bows, the limit being what 
; sailors call two points abaft the beam, 
a little astern of her middle point. So 
that when approaching a ship from 
astern no lights are visible to the ap¬ 
proaching ship, but her full lights are 
visible from fhe ship approached. 

When two ships are approaching 
each other from opposite directions, 
end on. each ship will see the other’s 
I two or three lights, and can easily 
i steer to keep out of each other’s way. 
There Is a simple rule for this, and In- 
1 rldentlty It may be mentioned that the 
danger Is least In thin case, provided 
that both ships are properly handled. 

, The danger of collision arises prlncl- 
; pally from ships crossing each other, 
anj for this also there ore simple rules 
governed by what is called the rule of 
the road. Leaving out the question of 
sailing ships for the moment, the ship 
which has the other, the crossing ship, 
on her own right hand (starboard) 
side, has to keep out of the way, and 
l» does 30 by turning slightly to the 
right, or to starboard, presenting her 
left side to the other ship, and the two 
run on parallel courses till clear of 
each other. In all cases, except that 
of steamer and sailing ships crossing, 
each ship presents her own left, or 
port side, to the other to clear. 

Bells In Place of Lights. 

Evidently the same thing could be 
done by the aid of sound signals. If 
I each ship carried, say. a bell on one 
[ side and a foghorn on the other side, 

| arranged as described, steamers also 
carrying—till sailing ships completely 
disappear—another sounding apparatus 
heard on both sides, when two ships 
approached each other the officer of the 
watch on the bridge of the ship whose 
duty it was to hold on her course could 
also follow the other going through the 
necessary manoeuvres to get out of his 
way. just as he now does by watching 
her lights, and could be read. In case of 
neglect on t * part of the other ship, 
to do whatever was necessary to dear 
his own ship. 

Steamships always keep blear of sail¬ 
ing ships, and the officer of the watch 
of a steamer meeting a sailing ship 
knows that he has to give way, and 
he also knows exactly how to put his 
helm to clear, the other ship by the 
color of the sailing ship’s light that Is 
visible. Similarly he would know, if 
the sailing ship carried sound signals, 
by the sound nearest which way she 
was crossing and which way to put his 
helm to clear her. 

Whenever a ship has to give way to 
another the color of the light pf the 
other ship Is on the same side as that 
to which the helm is put to port, the 
side of the light seen. Similarly when 
a sailing ship Is crossing from port to 
starboard, showing her green light, that 
carried on her starboard side, the 
steamer puts her helm to starboard to 
clear. This rule could be followed 
quite as easily with sound signals.— 
Sydney P. Walker in the London Mall.

MMitlM kti Gratified With 
the Results in View ef 
AN Difficulties. 


Toronto. Sept. 17.—The Joint commit¬ 
tee on church union,, concluded Its 
labors last night, but will have to 
meet again next year. A resolution 
was passed to this effect: “The practi¬ 
cal unanimity In the decision of the 
committee affords a fair prospect 'at 
in due time th<- matters In hand may 
be submitted by the various churches 
under their constitution and usages to 
their people and their courts for their 
consideration. We are p ersu aded that 
decidedly substantial progress has been 
made toward the end In view, and that 
such solutions of difficult pPfflSWfns 
have been found so far as we have 
prosecuted our work, as to give us a 
firm conviction that the proposed union 

appears to be practicable. 

"When we consider the difficulties 
and perplexities that must be expected 
to arise In an effort to bring Into one.

Bow Street Officer Who Knew All 
About Post Career of 
Criminals 


The Minister of Finance For Province 
and Agent General Are 


Nelson. Sept. 17.—Hon. R. G. Tatlow, 
minister of finance, and Hon. J. H. 
Turner, agent general for British Co¬ 
lumbia In London, arrived here to¬ 
night and will formally open Nelson’s 
fifth annual exhibition to-morrow.

Botk street has lost "the man with 
the memory." 

After a quarter of a century of ser¬ 
vice, Assistant Jailer Soper has retired 
on a pension, and his place in the court 
Is filled by another. 

It transpired at a presentation made 
to the retiring officer that his connec¬ 
tion with the courtjlat«d back to the 
day of the opening of the new build¬ 
ings. 

Of rather stout build, with dark mous¬ 
tache, and keen kindly eyes, Soper was 
the guide and friend of Juveniles, and 
the man whose memory the old offend¬ 
er feared even more than the records 
In the book at the officer’s elbow. 

"Do you know thta man?" the magis¬ 
trate asked recently. 

"Yes. sir.” replied Soper promptly, 
and without looking at the book he 
gave the actual date and offence of the 
man. who had not been at the court 
for four or five years. The book seem¬ 
ed indeed unnecessary while Soper 
himself waa present. 

Magistrates Amased. 

More than one magistrate has ex¬ 
pressed himself amaxed at the accuracy 
of Soper’s recollection. Soper not only 
never forgot a face, he had a faculty 
for remembering Its associations. Not 
once was he proved wrong when the 
book came Into use for verification pur¬ 
poses. 

No officer has perhaps had a more 
remarkable collection of celebrated 
criminals through his hands than the 
"memory man." 

To realise this one has only to glance 
at the record# of famous criminal 
dramas for which the court has proved 
the stage. 

The railed enclosure of which Soper 
was custodian held, for instance, Gal¬ 
lagher, Wilson. Curtin, and Whitehead, 
the desperate dynamltards whose plot 
to overthrow the Tower of London and 
government buildings In 1883. seems to 
many an officer as though ft happened 
but last year. Inspector Forest was In 
those days Just winning his spurs. 

Bow street had an echo back In the 
eighties, too, of the Phoenix Park mur¬ 
ders. Carey, the informer, was follow-/ 
ed by a man named O’Donnell, who 
shot him on the high seas. O'Donnell 
was committed for trial at Bow street, 
and subsequently executed at the Old 
Bailey. 

At the end of 1895. Dr. Jameson and 
the raiders appeared In a row along¬ 
side Soper, who had an exciting tussel 
with the cheering mob In court, many 
of whom wanted to shake hands with 
the prisoners. 

Sopor’s activity on that occasion Is 
Immortalised In the files pf the Illus¬ 
trated papers, a reference to which 
shows 8oper as a prominent figure in 
most of the sketches taken in court. 

Famous Criminals. 

' There was another wild scene at Bow 
street In 1898, when the manslaughter 
of a servant named Popejoy was In¬ 
vestigated. and the girl’s mistress was 
the subject of hostile demonstrations. 
~ AJI- sqrts and conditions of men pass 
through the hands of a dock officer. 
Soper’s "gallery" ranged from Nelli 
Cream, the doctor-poisoner and fore¬ 
runner of Chapman, to Colonel Lynch. 
Whitaker Wright, and Monte Carlo 
Wells, the "man who broke the bank,” 
and Incidentally also broke a number of 
confiding members # of the British pub¬ 
lic. 

But what frequenters of the court will 
miss most will be Soper’s dialogues 
with old. birds—who with well-assumed i 
surprise have protested agolnst the 
Bow street "memory," and tried to I 
overthrow It and his way with young-

To those who go down to the sea In 
ships probably no discovery in recent 
times has been of more Importance, or 
tends more to save life, than that of 
the possibility of signalling from ship 
to ship, and from ship to shore, by 
sound. It literally. wTien fully develop¬ 
ed. will enable steamers to " hea r" their 
way. under all conditions of n-eatlier 
and particularly In fog. Just ,»s wen bn 
they now see their way on clear nights 
by the aid of lights that eich ship 
carries, and those distributed round ’.he 
coast of every civilised country. 

Everyone tvho has made the trip to 
Margate, returning after dark, must 
have been struck by the easy way In 
which the steamer seems to find her 
way through what appears to be a 
raaic of traffic, guided by the lights 
on shore and those carried by the 
other vessels fn river. What lights are 
to a ship on clear nights, sound signals 
will be to her In foggy and dirty wea¬ 
ther. 

The whole apparatus hinges upon the 
fact, which has been known for a long 
time but has only recently been prac¬ 
tically applied, that water Is a good 
conductor of sound. The readiest ex¬ 
ample of this of which the wrlte.r is 
aware Is to be found usually at mineral 
baths. There Is nearly always pump¬ 
ing going on in connection with the 
baths, but under ordinary conditions 
the pump Is not heard. When undress¬ 
ing, for Instance, to enter the bath, one 
can very rarely hear the pump, but im¬ 
mediately one is In the bath. If one 
places one's head under water, the 
pump Is almost painfully evident, and 
an engineer could easily count' the 
strokes had he a watch at hand. 

For signalling purposes a bell Is em¬ 
ployed. Immersed some distance under 
the water and enclosed In a chamber, 
the hammer being worked by com¬ 
pressed air operated from the surface. 
The sound of the strokes on the bell Is 
transmitted to a distance of several 
miles, and can be heard by suitable ap- 


How the Inhabitants of the Philippine 
Islands are destroying locusts is told by 
the Manila Times: "Tremendous 
swarms of locusts have appeared In 
different parts of .Panay, and the pros¬ 
pects for a crop of rice or sugar look 
decidedly giaomyvit the present writing. 
As a result the anxiety of the people 
has become *a noticeable concern, and 
In the town. cf Balasan, according to 
El Ttempo, they have captured and de¬ 
stroyed approximately two thousand 
cavanes (the casv&ne is a measure equal 
to 8.47 cublo feet) of these destructive 
Insects. Mlagoa also. It Is stated, has 
caught about half that number. The 
only time efforts to catch locusts can 
produce very effective results is while 
they are yet too young to fly, and the 
method that has proved the most suc¬ 
cessful is that of digging a hole two or 
three feet deep In the ground and then 
placing by it broad boards or sheet Iron 
fastened together In a V-shape, so that 
the hole Is In the hollow of the V. 
When this is done nearby where they 
are, swarms of young locusts can be 
driven into the hole and effectively 
burled. This method has been In limit¬ 
ed use for several years and has been 
encouraged by the government. The 
provincial board of Iloilo has bought 
sheet Iron, which Is to be distributed 
In the districts most infected, for the 
purpose of destroying, as far as possi¬ 
ble, the dreaded pest.”

We have Just "pulled out” of Field. 
In the middle of the Rockies, on our 
return trip from the Land of the Pur¬ 
ple Sun. We are ascending the Kick¬ 
ing Horse Paaa at Its steepest point, 
where the gradient varies from 4ft to 
5 per cent.—that Is, a rise of 5 feet 
in 100. Our train consists of twelve 
Pullman and C. P. R. coaches and one 
observation car, and five powerful en¬ 
gines. Three engines are In the centre 
of the train, one in.front, and one be¬ 
hind. The heavy movement of the Im¬ 
mense weight Is apparent to everyone 
on the train. The Rockies on either 
aide tower up to 10.000 feet. Their sum¬ 
mit* are snow-covered, tipped with 
warm pink, or sharp-pointed crags 
which reflect the red, red West. We 
said good-bye to the city of Victoria on 
the Island of Vancouver two nights ago 
(August ISth), and left Vancouver, Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, last night. We are now 
.on our way to Edmonton, In Alberta, 
where we expect to arrive on the after¬ 
noon of the 16 th. We had. a magnificent 
sunset as we left Vancouver. It more 
than realised one's expectations of what 
the red, red West can produce In Its 
delicate shade* of purple and gold. My 
return view of the Rockies has con¬ 
vinced me that my attempt to describe 
what I have seen has failed to convey 
to my readers an adequate conceptfon 
of the magnificence of the scenery. 

Kicking Horse Canyon. 

The canyon of the Kicking Horse ex¬ 
tends for 16 mites. Approaching It from 
the west the rise is 1,257 feet. Straight 
up and down the rocky sides extend, a 
wall that seems impregnable. Thou¬ 
sands of feet In the air they rise, and 
their summits are lined with a number 
of peaks, perpetually covered with 
snow, to which no names have yet 
been given. The cleft Is a bare stone's 
throw across, and through lrriver and 
railway find their way. Ledge* have 
been blasted In the face of the rock; 
Jutting spurs have been tunnelled 
through; from side to side the track 
has been carried; and always below is 
the river foaming and roaring, breaking 
itself against the sides of the canyon. 
The effect Is marvellous and stupend¬ 
ous. and the Ingenuity of man had to 
fight a great battle with the forces of 
Nature In finding a way through the 
Rockies. 

Friendly Meetings. 

The smallness of the world is a point 
of frequent remark when acquaintances 
meet unexpectedly a long way from 
home. Two mornings ago I arrived on 
the Island of Vancouver after sleeping 
on the 9. 9. Charmer. After breakfast 
at the Drlard hotel, I sauntered In the 
rotunda, as the entrance lounge of ho¬ 
tels is called all over the American con¬ 
tinent. T there saw Mr. Joseph Ridge, 
of John Round A Son/ Ltd., Sheffield. 
Mr. Ridge wa* as muck surprised to 
meet a Sheffielder nearly seven thou¬ 
sand miles away from home as I was. 
W r e had more than one gossipy chat, 
In which Mrs. Ridge Joined. We re¬ 
turned to Vancouver by the same boat, 
stayed at the same hotel, and probably 
sail for England on the Virginian. Mr. 
Ridge I* by no means strange to Can¬ 
ada. and his firm have a branch at 
Montreal. We compared notes on many 
points, and his opinions will be of con¬ 
siderable help to me. A gentleman 
who had come to the hotel to meet the 
British press party, and to whom Mr. 
Ridge Introduced me, was the mayor of 
\ ictorla. Mr. A. J. Morley. A conversa¬ 
tion with Mr. Morley disclosed the cir¬ 
cumstance that he was bom jit Croft, 
near Burg. Lincolnshire, and'although 
he has been away 25 years was still fa¬ 
miliar with mutual acquaintances In 
thr» Old Country. The mayor of Vic¬ 
toria Is an engineer, a man of striking 
and genial appearance, and I was de¬ 
lighted to meet some one whose fore¬ 
fathers come from the same neighbor¬ 
hood as my own. 

British Columbia. 

British Columbia consists of nearly 
400.000 square mites. It Is an Irregular 
quadrangle, about 700 miles from north 
to south, with on average width of 
about 400 miles. In passing through the 
Rockies, the Selkirks, and the Coast 
Rang# to Vancouver we saw only the 
most hilly part of the province. Cortes 
the Spaniard. Sir Francis Drake, and 
Captain James Cook were amongat the 
earliest Europeans to visit land on the 
Pacific coast. It was as recent as 1792 
that Captain Oeorge Vancouver made 
a survey of the coast and established 
the existence of Vancouver Island. The 
Island was made a crown colony, and 
tho mainland, known as New Caledonia, 
remained practically unknown until 
gold was discovered on the Fraser rlVer 
In 1S57. The whole of the mainland, 
west of the Rocky Mountains, was cre¬ 
ated a crown colony under the name of 
British Columbia. In 1866 the two col¬ 
onies were united by A6t of the Domin¬ 
ion of Canada. British Columbia en¬ 
tered the Confederation upon condition 
that within two years the construction 
of a railway should be begun which 
would connect It with the Eastern pro¬ 
vince!. Tnls road la now the Canadian 
Pacific railway. It was completed in 
1885, and gave Canada and the Empire 
a (teat highway, from the Atlantic tc 
the Pacific.

Whilst H. M. 8. Eger la wag passing 
through Brown passage on June 29th, 
1907. an uncharted rock of small extent, 
which dries about 4 feet, lying 2.28 
miles N. 37 degrees E. from the middle 
of the highest Butterworth rock (10), 
was discovered. Approximate position: 
Lat. N. 54 degrees, 15 mins. 15 secs.; 
long. W.. 130 degrees, 55 inlns. 30 secs. 
Vessels are recommended not to pass 
between this drying rock and the But¬ 
terworth roclu as other dangers prob¬ 
ably exist. 

Capt. F. Learmonth, R. N., has fur¬ 
nished the following information re- 
latlng to the extent of the dangers off 
Rose spit, derived from the recently 
completed survey' by H. M. S. Egerla: 
The low trees on Rose spit terminate 
on a narrow neck of land, with the 
centre of Tow Hill bearing 8. 15 de¬ 
grees W. 6.6 miles. From this position 
the high water sand forming the spit, 
which is strewn with logs and stumps, 
runs In a direction N. 5 degrees W. for 
24 miles. A narrow sand bank three- 
quarters mite long, awash, at high wa¬ 
ter. runs In a N. N. E. and 8. S; W. di¬ 
rection. Its northeast extreme is situ¬ 
ated with Tow Hill bearing 8. 10 de¬ 
grees W. 114 miles; between its south¬ 
west extreme and the extremity of 
Rose spit is a narrow -rlige of sand, 
nearly dry at low water, upon which 
the sea breaks heavily and with heavy 
overfalls. Depths of 4 to 5 fathoms 
extend in a N. N. E. direction from 
the northeast extreme of the bank 
awash at high water, terminating in a 
shoal (Overfall shoal) with a least 
depth of X feet upon It, sandy bottom, 
which lies with Tow Hill in line with 
the extremity of the trees on Rose 
point bearing 8. 15 degrees W.. 134 

miles. Overfall shoal is the outer 
danger off Rose spit, the 10 fathoms 
contour being 2 miles E. N. E. from It. 

Rose spit is steep-to with deep water 
close to on Its north and west sides. 
Between Rose spit and Cape Fife 
depths of 8 to 12 fathoms occur with 
even bottom, affording anchorage any¬ 
where with off shore winds. 

The turn of the tidal streams uhleh 
run at times 4 knots as the shallow 
depths near Overall shoal are ap¬ 
proached coincide approximately with 
the times of high and low wuer by the 
shore. 

Heavy overfalls having the appear¬ 
ance of shallow water occur during ihe 
strength of the tidal streams In depths 
of 10 fathoms and upwards ip the 
neighborhood of Rose spit. • 

The tops of the tree* at Tow Hill 
fwhteh Is conspicuous In this region-of 
low level country) are 500 feet above 
high water. Approximate position of 
Tow Hill: Lat. N.. 54 degrees 44 nine.;

irat Cemetery Pegged Out 
Miner’s Claim. 


There comes from Australia further 
details of the grave at Ballarat where 
gold was discovered a few weeks ago. 
The old mining town, from which over 
120 . 000.000 worth of gold has already- 
been extracted, waa stirred to Its depths 
by the discovery. 

While digging the grave of a cltlsen 
the workmen struck a quarts-bearing 
reef sufficiently rich for the gold to be 
visible. The news at first was kept 
secret. About 34 cwt of quarts was 
sent to the BaJlarat school of mines for 
examination. This amount yielded 6 
pennyweights of gold, and when the 
residuum had been treated the total re¬ 
sult was at the rate of from 35 cwt to 
2 ox* per ton. There was a rush to the 
cemetery, not to dig In the sacred en- 
closeure, but to peg out claims. One 
enterprising person pegged out the 
whole cemetery, with the Intention of 
floating a company. 

The gold-bearing quarts was found 
from 6 feet to * feet deep, and it Is be¬ 
lieved that the gold ’’lives'' et greater 
depths. Mining operations cannot be 
carried on within 200 feet of the sur¬ 
face. so that there Is no prospect of 
the dead being disturbed. 

The grave that was being dug when 
the discovery was made was that of a 
Mr. Thomas, who wa* the principal 
witness in the case of Lenrmouth vs. 
Bailey, a famous mining dispute, in 
which the cost of litigation amounted 
to over 1600.000. He was also one rif 
the first of the directorate of U* Birth¬ 
day mlnf. which turned out fl.950,000 
of gold In five years. Later he was In 
the famous Ajax mine.

Application for homestead entry must 
be made In person by tho applicant at the 
office of the local A*-»nt or Sub-Agon L 
Entry by proxy may, however, be made 
on certain conditions by the father, 
mother, son. daughter, brother, or sister 
of an Intending homesteader. 

An application for entry er Inspection 
made personally at any Sub-Axent's office 
may be wired to the local agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of me appli¬ 
cant. and if tne land applied for Is vacant 
on receipt of the telegram such applica¬ 
tion is to have priority and the land will 
be held until the necessary papers to com¬ 
plete the transaction are received by malL 

In case of "personation" ths entry will 
be summarllv cancelled and the applicant 
will forfeit all priority of claim. 

An application for Inspection must be 
made In person. The applicant must bs 
eligible for homestead entry, and only one 
application for Inspection will be received 
from an Individual until that application 
haa been dlsnosed of. 

A homesteader whose entry Is In good 
standing and not liable to cancellation, 
may. subject to approval of Department, 
relinquish It in favor of father, mother, 
son. daughter, brother or sister. If ellgi- 
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Where an entry Is summarily cancelled, 
or voluntarily abandoned, subsequent re 
Institution of cancellation proceedings, 
the applicant for inspection will bo on- 
tilled to prior right of entry.

JUDGES APPOINTED. 


THANKSGIVING DAY. 


The Supreme Courts of Western Prov¬ 
inces Are Now Complete. 


The Date Has Been Fixed for October 
31st This Year. 


Insane Man Killed His Child and Later 
Attacked Another Person. 


Ottawa, Sept 17.—The Supreme 
courts for the two new provinces of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan are now 
complete. At the meeting of the cab¬ 
inet yesterday Hon. J. H. Lamont, at¬ 
torney-general of Saskatchewan, was 
appointed a puslne Judge of the Sas¬ 
katchewan Supreme court, and M. D. 
Beck. K. C., of Edmonton, was ap¬ 
pointed a puisne judge of Alberta Su¬ 
preme court. For some time Hon. Mr. 
Lamont was a member of the Domin¬ 
ion parliament, where he took an ac¬ 
tive part In the welfare of the west, 
and has a host of friends in eastern 
Canada, as well as in the west, who 
will be delighted to hear of his eleva¬ 
tion to the bench. 


Ottawa. Sept 17.—A proclamation Is¬ 
sued to-day names Thursday, October 
31st as Thanksgiving Day. 


W. H. Aldridge, general manager and 
director of the Canadian Consolated 
Mining and Smelting Company, of 
Trail, la in the city, and had a confer¬ 
ence with the local government this 
morning with reaped to the coke ques¬ 
tion. The company, represented by 
Mr. Aldridge, is largely Interested in 
the mining Industry outside of the 
Trail establishment. It Is operating the 
St. Eugene mine at Moyle, the Bank 
Head collieries, and the Snowshoe and 
allied mines at Phoenix. 

It Is said that the question of the 
coke supply was discussed by the pro¬ 
vincial government to-day and that a 
decision will probably be arrived at 
this week. 

"Five out of our seven furnaces at 
our smelter at Trail are now In opera¬ 
tion,” said Mr. Aldridge. "The Ross- 
land mines are looking better now than 
for years past. The Centre Star 
group is getting ready to maintain 
steady shipments of from fifteen to 
twenty thousand tons per month. 

"Our 8t. Eugene mine at Moyle, B. 
C.. regarded as the biggest lead pro¬ 
ducer In Canada, is mining from twelve 
to fifteen thousand tons of ore month¬ 
ly. and Is producing monthly 2,000 tons 
of lead concentrates averaging over 
sixty per cent, lead and 26 ounces sil¬ 
ver per ton. At this juncture we are 
completing a contract for the ship¬ 
ment of 3,000 tons of concentrates to 
Antwerp. 

"Over In the Boundary, near Phoenix, 
the Consolidated Company is operating 
the well known Snowshoe mine. The 
output Is about 20.000 tons per month, 
averaging one and one-half per cent 
copper, and from $1.50 to $2 In gold and 
sliver per ton. 

“The principal product of our com¬ 
pany Is gold, with values In lead, sil¬ 
ver and copper In the order named. As 
copper takes fourth rank .with us we 
are not so seriously affected by present 
prices for that metal to the same ex¬ 
tent as mines that are principally cop«- 
per producers.”
